Alternate Plan -- Key 
To Dobrey Drainage ?

Renewed efforts to obtain 

state cooperation in an alternate 
plan to drain the Dobrey Slough 
area in Nameoki township have 
been initiated in a series of de 
velopments reported today. 

Those developments were 

1. Mayor Donald Partney said 
he talked with officials of the 
Mlinois Division of Waterways 
late last week in the first step 
to arrange a meeting with di- 
vision engineers and John Guil- 
lou, director of the waterways 
division, to reconsider an al- 
ternate plan devised by the 
mayor. 

2. A group of residents of the 
Dobrey area began circulating 
two separate sets of petitions, 
one asking Madison County 10 
contribute to the cost of the 
alternate plan, and the other 

uesting that Nameoki town- 
ship also share in the cost 

3. A commitee of six persons 
named in a meeting of Name- 
oki residents several weeks ago 
will attend a meeting of the 
zast Side Levee and Sanitary 
District board of trustees Wed- 
nesday to ask that the levee 
district cooperate in develop- 
ment of the alternate plan and 
urge the division of waterways 
to do the same. 

Provides New Route 


The so-called alternate plan 
— developed by Mayor Partney 
after a proposed drainage im- 
provement planned by the wat- 
erways division became stalled 
for lack of right-of-way, pro- 


vides a new route for construc- 
tion of a drainage canal from 
Dobrey Slough southward to 
Horseshoe lake. 

The route would parallel the 
Alton and Southern right-of-way 
and would bypass three parcels 
of property needed for the or- 
iginal plan prepared by the 
waterways division, 

Mayor Partney said he has 
obtained all of the easements 
necessary to the Dobrey drain- 
age canal that he proposes be 
built. The plan favored by Guil- 
lou, however, is held up be- 
cause owners of three parcels 
of farmland through which the 
canal would extend have re- 
fused to grant easements. 

The levee district has filed

Nomination of Judges Rule 
Unconstitutional by Scott 


Illinois Attorney General Wil- 
liam J. Scott has ruled uncon- 
Stitutional the bill passed in the 
last state legislative session 
that would permit nomination of 
judges by political convention 
or by partisai political commit- 
tees. 

In response to a: request July 
18, by Governor Ogilvie for an 
Attorney General’s opinion on 
the bill's constitutionality, Scott 
said the new 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution authorizes nomination 
of judges only by primary elec- 
tion or petition. 

“Judges are not to be nom- 
inated by party conventions. 
Filling vacancies in nomination 
by party committees is com- 

‘parable to nomination by con- 
vention, and also prohibited,’ 
Scott held. 

Party Nominations 

Scott pointed out that a sec- 
tion of the bill in question would 
permit nomination of judges 90 
days prior to the general elec- 
tion. Since this date would oc- 
cur after the primary election, 
the remaining machinery for 
nomination would be party con- 
ventions or party committes. 

“The sole purpose of that pro- 
vision is to allow partisan polit- 
ical committees to name the 
party candidates for judicial 
office at the election on Novem- 
ber 7, 1972. 

“While that purpose is not ex- 
plicitly stated on the face of the

In the earlier Attorney Gen- 
eral’s’ opinion, delivered to 
State Sen. W. Russell Arring- 
ton, May 11, 1972, Attorney 
General Scott’ pointed out that 
the provisions of the old 1870 
Illinois Construction which per- 
mitted judicial nominations by 
party conventions were specifi- 
cally deleted from the 1970 con- 
stitution. 

“Note the deletion of ‘party 
conventions’ and the addition of 
‘by petition,’”” Scott’s May 11 
opinion stressed. 

“The change in language in- 
dicates that the Constitutional 
Convention intended to prohibit 
further use of the party con- 
vention to nominate judges. 
The convention debates sub- 
stantiate this opinion.” 

Sen. Arrington had inquired 
whether judicial vacancies oc- 
curring after the March 1972 
primary election could be filled, 
and if so, by what method 
‘Scott responded that there is 
no constitutional method for 
judicial nomination after the 
primary, and that the only 
method ‘of filling such vacan- 
cies before 1974 under the new 
Constitution would be by ap- 
pointment by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court.

City Trash Collection Plan Challenged 


Granite City’s plan to pick up 
burnable materials which 
householders no longer can dis- 
pose of by open burning is a 
violation of the city’s own code 
and “is inconsistent with every- 
thing regulating this type of 
operation,” Stanley Leitner, 
general manager of Milam East 
Corp., has informed the city 
council. 


The city last week initiated 


nail convenience. 


a program of trash pickups in 
which the street department is 
using two surplus civil defense 
trucks, manned by workers pro- 
vided by the Madison County 
Emergency Employment pro- 
gram. First collections began 
in the West Granite area. 
Referring to the city’s pro- 
gram of making additional 
trash pickups made necessary 
by the open burning ban, Leit- 
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ner told the council that Milam 
East Corp. which holds the city 
sanitation contract for garbage 
collection wil no longer be able 
to follow a “liberal policy” in 
making regular pickups under 
the contract. 

Leitner noted that Milam 
East ‘has gone along with the 
city and picked up refuse in 
excess of the 60-gallon limit per 
household,” and said that “if 
the city is going to operate in 
competition to us, then we will 
have to go back to the strict 
terms of the contract.” 

Urges Contract Be. Let 

Leitner asked the council to 
reconsider its city-operated sys- 
tem of trash pickups and award 
a contract on the basis of bids 
received for such work in mid- 
July.% 

He explained that Milam's 
contract with the city calls for 
the company to supply the city 
with dumping space for the 
street department and the 
sewer department and to pick 
up no more than 60 gallons of 
trash a week per household. 

The company trucks have 
been picking up three times 
that much without any addi- 
tional cost to the city. 

Leitner said that policy will 
have to stop if the city contin- 
ues collections under the pres- 
ent plan 

“Our landfill is not to be used 
by our competitors, and if the 
city is to make trash pickups, 
it will be operating in compe- 
tition to us,”” he said. 

In a move to solve the dilem- 
ma of large quantities of tree 
limbs, brush, waste paper and 
grass cuttings that no longer 
can be burned, and therefore 
must be picked up, the council 
advertised for bids in early 
July 

Four bids, the amounts of 
which have not been disclosed, 
were received by the council’s 
Sanitation Committee headed 
by Alderman William Dallas 
Milam Corp. East was among 
the bidders. 

Instead of awarding a con- 
tract, the council agreed to a 
suggestion by Dallas that the 
’ity-operated program urged by 
Mayor Donald Partney be given 
a trial. Partney insisted the 
program operated by the city 
would save considerable money. 
Tae council approved the idea 
—on a trial basis—in its July 
24 meeting. 


Arrangements to initiate the 
pickup service were followed by 
a warning by the mayor that 
arrests for violation of the open 
burning ban would become ef- 
fective Aug. 1 on the same day 
the new trash pickups were 
begun.

Space Cops Soon May Chase Earth Robbers

Some members of America’s 
family of earth-orbiting satel- 
lites are learning how to play 
cops and robbers. When they 
have been taught their lessons 
well, criminals sometimes will 
be identified from anywhere in 
the nation in a matter of min- 

utes, 

Despite the electronic mar- 
vels of today, trying to get a 
“make”. on a suspected crimi- 
nal often is a time-eater, espe- 
cially if police in some faraway 
town must seek the aid of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion by mail 

The use of ATS satellites, al- 
ready tested successfully, 
could change all that and let a 
lot of people sleep better.

Urges Use of Libraries 
As Informational Centers 


Use of local public ‘libraries 
in Illinois as informational cen- 
ters for state government was 
proposed Friday by Michael J. 
Howlett, Democratic candidate 
for secretary of state. 

Howlett; was the featured 
speaker at a dinner of, the 
Grundy County Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee in the VFW hall 
at Morris, IH. 

The secfetary of state is the 
state librarian. The state now 
grants money to local libraries 
for books and for general ref- 
erence service. Howlett suggest- 
ed state help be given for a 
third service-looking up answers 
to citizens’ questions about gov- 
ernment. 

“IHinois state government now 
spends huge sums for informa- 
tional service,’ Howlett said. 
“But the state informational 
service assembles and distrib- 
utes information initiated by 
the agencies. 

“There is no central place 
where a citizen can call and 
find out what he wants to know 
about what his state govern- 
ment is doing. 

Should Provide Service 

“State government should pro- 
vide an informational service to 
give the people information they 
want rather than what the state 
government wants them to 
have. 

“The natural place for any- 
one to go for information is the 
nearest public library. The local 
librarian is liked and respected 
as a friend of the people in

every community. 

“Nobody is mad at librarians. 
When acres of buildings were 
burned to the ground on Chi- 
cago’s West Side in the frustra- 
tion and rioting after the Mar- 
tin Luther King murder, two 
branch libraries in the area 
were left without so much as a 
broken window. 

Seek Truth 

“All sincere Illinoisans are 
seekers after the truth. The 
poorest among us will give up. 
necessities to buy books, radios 
and television sets. One of the 
most popular innovations in 
modem journalism is the ‘“ac- 
tion” column which responds to 
readers’ complaints and ques- 
tions, 

“In every public office and 
agency, employes are assigned 
just to answer questions from 
the public. Many times, an in- 
quirer will call five or six dif- 
ferent numbers before he finds 
the answer. Sometimes he is 
transferred to five or six differ- 
ent respondents at the same 
number. 

“As Secretary of State T will 
help local libraries expand their 
service to include state govern- 
ment information. 

“No additional state employes 
need be engaged. The program 
should be developde gradually 
as we experience with it. But 
the people need reassurance 
that their. government cares 
about their questions and will 
provide the answers quickly 
and conveniently.”

Hearings End on Critical 
Note for Illinois Site 


Joseph L. Badaracco, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen, Thursday criticized 
the St. Louis Airport Commis- 
sion for what he said was fail- 
ure to properly improve Lam- 
bert-St. Louis International Air- 
port, causing the present air- 
port crisis. 

Badaracco’s comments were 
delivered during the final ses- 
sion of. three-day hearings on a 
‘new airport held by the Feder- 
al Aviation Administration at 
the Marriott Motor Hotel across 
from Lambert Field. 

The hearings were held to 
determine if the FAA should 
approve an application for land 
acquisition funds and air space 
clearance for a major airport 
at Columbia-Waterloo in II- 
linois. 

Badaracco formerly — sup- 
ported the Ilinois location but 
reversed his stand when he en- 
tered the race for the Republi- 
can nomination for lieutenant 
governor of Missouri, 

He charged the airport com- 
mission with being remiss in 
making necessary expansions 
and improvements to the field 
and for ‘developing inflated 
traffic projections” to show 
Lamberts inadequacy for the 
future, 

Funds Earmarked 

He said that $150 million was 
earmarked for Lambert im- 
provements in 1968 and since 
that time only about $12 was 
used “and almost all of that 
went for one project-the ga 
rage.”’ 

He said the funds should h 
been used for the purchase of 
Jand’’ when it was vacant and 
hence cheaper,” for lengthen- 
ing an existing parallel runway 
and for permitting the main 
runway to deteriorate to . the 
point where pilots now ‘cross 
their fingers” when landing 2 
Lambert. 

He also said an instrument 
landing system was installed at 
only one end of the airport's 
longest runway, not at both 
ends. 

Also speaking at Thursday's 
hearing was Missouri Lt. Gov 
William Morris who asked that 
he FAA withhold any decision 
on a proposal for an Illinois site 
for a new airport until after 
Missouri voters have had an 
opportunity to express their 
opinions in a November refer 
endum, 

Morris said he felt that no 
conclusive technical evidence 
has been presented either sup- 
porting an Illinois site or show 
ing that a new airport is neces 
sary 

The hearing centered last 
week on objections from resi- 
dents of the Columbia-Waterloo: 


Millstadt area,-including that of 
Mrs, Evelyn’ Voelker, a full- 
blood Commanche Indian who 
said she was appearing on be- 
half of “the people who are 
not important to anyone except 
their families.” 

She said that Indian tradition 
warns, ‘When you carve the 
land, you draw blood from the 
people. 1 want to do what little 
I can in keeping the land from 
bleeding.” 

John Cyrocki, FAA regional 
director from Kansas City who 
is conducting the hearing, af- 
terwards complimented, Mrs. 
Voekier for lending color and 
humble dignity to the hearing. 

Others who spoke against the 
Illinois site included Woodrow 
Balz of Millstadt, representing 
HUSTLE (Help Us Save the 
Land and Environment); Jack 
Norman of the Columbia Plan 
Commission; Walter Wetzel 
and Hugo Haertling, farmers; 
and Malvin Avara, 15, of Wat- 
erloo, who said he spoke on 
behalf of “future farmers.” 

Opposition also was voiced by 
Edwin J. Putzell Jr., vice-pres 
ident and general counsel of 
Monsanto Co., and Dick N. Dal, 
ton, assistant vice-president in 
charge of administration for 
Emerson Electric Co, Both fa- 
vored expansion of Lambert-St 
Louis International Airport 

Later, Arvin H. Saunders, ex- 
ecutive director of the Illinois 
airport authority, charged the 
companies with being “more 
concerned about their corporate 
health than the health of the 
community.” 

inders said the companies 
“should be concerned with the 
welfare of the 3,000,000 people 
here “rather than in their ex- 
pense ledgers.””

Fiber Glass House Gets Testing by HUD

New homeowners often com 
plain their hguses were so 
jerry-built they begin to leak 
with the first rains, settle on 
their foundations so quickly 
that cracks appear in the plas 
ter and doors and windows 
don’t shut snugly. 

Well, engineers and _techni- 
cians at the Naval Civil En 
gineering Laboratory (NCEL) 
Port Hueneme, Calif., are try- 
ing to do something about this 
especially for construction of 
homes in the nation’s bad 
weather and earthquake belts 

They have built a revolution- 
ary fiber glass house and are 
putting it through a series of 
torture tesis, fanging’ from 
flooding of floors and roof to 
earthquake and extreme wind 
simulations. 

The laboratory is serving as 
a sort of technical assistant to 
the U. S, Department of Hous 
ing and Urban Developmen

Evel Knievel is known for 
his exploits with a motorcycle. 
He is also known as perhaps 
the craziest guy on two whcels. 

Anyone who will try to leap 
over a long row of automobiles 
on a cut-down Harley Davidson 
is listening to a different drum- 
mer, right? 

Knievel is a show - stopping 
stunt man from the word GO. 

Give him a ramp, a row of 
cars and a guaranteed purse 
and he'll don his white, fringe- 
trimmed riding leathers, strap 
on his helmet with “Color Me 
Lucky” emblazoned on the 
back, climb on his Harley and 
give an audience the thrill of 
their lives. 

Part of th 
Evel can make it. 

Sometimes he 
times he doesn’t, 
he almost killed himself in 
front of the Caesar's Palace 
casino in Las Vegas a few 
years back 

But Evel keeps coming back 
for more. And more. 

Coming up on Evel’s appoint- 
ment pad is by far the most 
ambitious project of his life 

If he succeeds, he'll have 
a tough time ever coming 
up with anything more 
grandiose. 

He tells you what he’s go- 
ing to do matter-of-factly: 
“I’m gonna jump across a 
%4-mile canyon on a motor- 
cycle.” 

It hits you like a rock. At 
first you think he’s putting you 
on. But Evel is serious. Dead 
serious. 

If everything goes according 
to plan, Knievel will shoot 
across a 600-foot chasm on the 
Snake River near Twin Falls, 
Idaho, on July 4, 1973. It's as 
simple as that 

Evel has been thinking about 
a canyon jump for several 
years 

Back in 1968, he constructed 
a prototype rocket-powered mo- 
torcycle and put in on display 
at a Phoenix, Ariz., auto deal- 
ership. 

“It was the most atrocious 
thing 1 ever sa reflects 
Doug Malewicki, an aerospace 
research engineer. 

“It was just a motorcycle 
with two weird-looking wings 
bolted on and a crude jet pro- 
pulsion unit sticking out of the 
middle. ; 

“I knew as soon as I saw it 
that it wouldn't fly 10 feet in 
one direction, let alone carry 
Knievel across the Grand Can- 
yon.”” 

The federal government 
put a stop to the Grand 
Canyon jump. 

But Knievel, undeterred, 
went out and bought himself 
his own canyon along the 
Snake River, a few miles 
outside of Twin Falls. 

Then he teamed up with Mal- 
ewicki on the development of a 
rocket cycle that would work. 

“What we came up with isn’t 
some Buck Rogers mock-up,” 
says Malewicki, 33, who is the

rocket science and education 
manager for L. M. Cox Manu- 
facturing, the model rocket and 
airplane people. 

We approached the Skycycle 
project from a very scientific 
approach 


“We used computers to de- 
sign both the vehicle and the 
ramp that will carry the rocket 
skyward, 

“There isn't anything on 
vehicle that is phony or non- 
functional. And after all the 
testing we've done on this baby, 
we're convinced it will work.”’ 

Here's what Evel plans to do: 
On July 4, 1973, he'll climb into 
his bullet-shaped 17.5-foot-long 
Skycycle X crouch down 
in the cockpit and snap a bub: 
ble canopy down over ‘him, 

initial power is a steam 
rocket engine developing 1,500 
pounds of thrust which will run 
the vehicle up the launch ramp 
ata top speed of 150 miles an 
hour 

As the Skycycle leaves 
the ramp, a 5,000-pound- 
thrust solid propellant rock- 
et will ignite to provide 
final power for the flight. 

Evel will reach a maxi- 
mum speed of 350 m.p.h. 
and be lofted 800 feet above 
the canyon rim before he 
pops off the canopy and 
ejects from the trajectile. 

If all goes well, Evel’s chute 
will open and he'll drift down on 
the far side of the canyon. 

Parachutes will also guide the 
Skycycle down to earth. 

For all the planning and com- 
puter readout sheets, is there 
a chance for anything to go 
wrong

“No matter how carefully 
you plan, you have to accept a 
certain element of danger. In 
the case-of the Skycycle, it is 
within tite realm of possibility 
that the: tires could blow on

“It is also possible that the 
solid rocket might fail to ignite. 

“In either case, Evel is in 
luck because of the 600-foot 
depth of the canyon. If some- 
thing does go amiss, he can 
punch out the over rim and let 
his chute take him down to the 
canyon bottom.” 

Knievel seems unconcerned 
about the whole thing 
“I'm gonna jump across a 

nile canyon on a motorcy- 
cle," he says flatly. 

And he will. 

George Hower of Copley adds 
this information: 

When the worried mother 
asked her 10-year-old son how 
he suffered a cut forehead that 
required stitches the boy an- 
swered that he fell off his bike 
—imitating Evel Knievel. 

The motiner could understand 
the first part of the answer. 
Falling off bikes is as everyday 
as, well, er, falling off bikes 
for little boys. 

But ‘‘imitating’’ Evel 
Knievel?” 

That took some explanation 
for the mother’s benefit. But if 
you're 9, or older, or read the 
sports. pages, you’ know about 
Evel Knievel. 

Little League baseball 
players may want to grow 
up to be a Vida Blue, Willie 
Stargell or Roberto Cle- 
mente. 

But youths who dig mo- 
toreycles, pop wheelies on 
the bicycles, or affect “sis- 
sy bars” on their bikes also 
dig 33-year-old Robert Craig 
Knievel, the motorcycle

The young man with the cut 
forehead was imitating what 
Evel does best—even down to 
hurting himself, ironically — by 
going up a plank near some 
new homes, flying through 
space and landing on another 
plank a few feet away. 

One difference is Evel jumps 
off ramps and spans greater 
distances, 

The young lad was on a bike; 
Evel does his jumps on a mo- 
torcycle. 

The boy was jumping all of 
three feet at the most; Evel’s 
throaty motorcycles work up to 
80 miles per hour as he goes up 
a ramp, Sails up to 200 feet in 
the air and, hopefully, makes a 
two-point landing at the far 
side. 

Evel Knievel is the nation’s 
leading motorcycle jumper. 

Put another way, he’s the 
Jack Nicklaus, the Joe Frazier, 
the Vida Blue, the Willie Mc- 
Covey, the Bobby Unser, the 
Bobby Fischer, the Rod Laver 
of his sport—motorcycling—en- 
tertainment world (take your 
pick, one to a customer). 

Svel Knievel is the stunt man 
other stunt men challenge, the 
guy they'd like to be in the 
same income and publicity 
bracket with. 

vel Knievel first began rid- 
g his motorcycle up a ramp 

and over cars or other objects 
13 years ago. 

He made his first public 
jump in Moses Lake, Wash., 
over 100 penned-up rattle- 
snakes, Evel cleared the 
snakepit but the snakes ad- 
libbed their part. They es- 
caped. 

Evel split the scene, too, 
leaving the spectators to 
find their own way to safety. 

Since then, Evel has made 
anywhere from 200 to 300 
jumps and has grossed 
about $2 million. 

To show his earning power, 
consider that Evel this year 
made $103,000 in just over three 
weeks’ time while golf’s leading 
money winner, Jack Nicklaus, 
slaved all last year to make his 
$109,295. 

Knievel ‘thas leather suits, a 
custom - built Cadillat station 
wagon, an airplane, and nu- 
merous operations to show for 
his first $2 million. 

Half the bones in his body 
are held together with screws. 

He’s had 12 major open re- 
duction operations—scalpel and 
suture jobs in which he’s been 


50 Years Ago 


Japan May Ease 
Its Restrictions 
Against Imports

It is significant that the 
meeting between President Nix- 
on and the new Japanese prime 
minister, Kaueki Tanaka, is to 
be held ahead of -Japanese 
talks with China. 

This underscores Mr. Tana- 
ka’s previously announced de- 
termination to improve fur- 
ther the strong relationship be- 
tween Washington and Tokyo. 

There have been years of 
stormy dispute between the 
United States of America and 
Japan over investment, trade 
and security matfers. 

Of them, Mr. Tanaka has 
said: 

Japanese-U. S. relations are 
like those between air and wa- 
ter. Without them we cannot 
live.” 

In line with his efforts, 
too, to improve relations 
was the recent opening of 
talks at the ministerial lev- 
el between the two nations, 
talks aimed at such speci- 

as abolition of import 
quotas on computers and 
components. 

However, it is at the 
summit level where the 
broad and vitally important 
task of healing the rela- 
tions between Japan and 
the United States must be 
conducted. 

The breach developed during 
the 7% years of rule by Mr. 
Tanaka’s predecessor, Eisaku 
Sato, and from unilateral U. S. 
surcharges and its China poli- 
cies. 

Mr, Tanaka already has set 
the tone for reconciliation. Now 
he appears on the way to help 
make it a fact. 

The most troublesome issue 
straining Japanese-U. S. rela- 
tions is not military, but eco- 
nomic. 

Japan is continuing to pile up 
profits in trade that the United 
States and many other nations 
find intolerable. 

Official Japanese fore- 
casts call for a trade sur- 
plus in 1972 of $8 billion, 
with the U. S. expected to 
account, for half of it. 

That will surpass even 
the record-breaking $3.2 bil- 
lion deficit the United States 
suffered in trade with Ja- 
pan in 1971. 

Japan’s 
against investments 
imports are among 
strictest in the world. 
The Tanaka government is 

likely to act more determined: 
ly to liberalize Japan’s trade 
outlook and to. purchase more 
abroad. 

Mr. Tanaka has said em- 
phatically that he is fully cog 
nizant of the need to move en- 
ergetically to help improve 
United States imbalances. 

His plan so far has called for 
promotion of imports, enforce 
ment of orderly procedures for 
marketing Japanese goods 
abroad, measures to speed up 
the spending of Japan's large 
accumulation of foreign re: 
serves and increases in foreign- 
aid appropriations. 

While the White House has 
not said what. the details of the 
late August summit will be, dis- 
cussion obviously will expand 
on these matters and on Ja- 
pan’s new China policy and its 
atitude toward Taiwan, 

The hard-headed’_ realism, 
leavened by friendship, with 
which both nations are ap- 
proaching the meetings augurs 
well for their success.

Freddy Martin 
Still Makes 


His Sax Sing

Hollywood—Although Charlie 
Chaplain admittedly found a 
few familiar things upon his 
return to Hollywood after a 20- 
year absence, there was at 
least one scene that must have 
seemed almost indestructible. 

For on the bandstand at the 
Academy Awards Ball were 
Freddy Martin and his orches- 
tra. Marton was playing what 
has been called his “singing 
saxophone” in his suave, al- 
most effortless, manner. The 
same sophisticated _ melodic 
style that had made his bands 
a fixture in Southern California 
for nearly 40 years was still ap- 
parent. 

“We played a lot 
tunes, ‘oldies,’ and, of course, 
our arrangements of the clas- 
sics for the Academy,” Martin 
recalled with a modest pride. 
“However, the band and I all 
had a special thrill of a lifetime 
when we played Charlie’s own 
song, ‘Smile.’ ” 

Needless to say, Chaplin also 
was quite pleased by the spe- 
cial production of his sentimen- 
tal composition. 

Freddy Martin has been 
unique among the big band 
leaders of the '30s. Not only has 
he been successful through the 
years (he just finished a 30- 
year stint at the Cocoanut 
Grove of the Ambassador Hotel 
in Hollywood), but he’s done it 
his way. 

He's always liked instrumen- 
tals, and even leans toward a 
concertized approach to dance 
music. An indident occurred in 
1941 that proved the public also 
liked his special treatment of 
the latter. 

Martin was inspired after 
hearing Tchaikovsky’s ‘Piano 
Concerto in B-Flat Minor,” 
played over the radio by Vladi- 
mir Horowitz, with Toscanini 
and the NBC Symphony 

Thirty-six hours later he had 
arranged and recorded a 32-bar 
dance version of the Tchaikov- 
sky work. 

Within several months, it be- 
came the country’s No. 1 rec- 
ord, and, to date, has sold over 
three million copie: 

Martin later renamed 
song “Tonight, We Lov 
adopted it as his theme song, 
and decided to delve deeper 
into the classical repertoire for 
other melodies. Some have 
since become popular stand- 
ards. 

Among them are the Grieg 
Piano Concerto, which he 
called “I Look At Heaven 
Richard Addinsell’s “Warsaw 

and then ‘“‘Inter- 


jew people, of course, have 
rapped Martin for tampering 
with the masters, but many 
thousands more have lauded 
him for introducing a large por- 
tion of the population to serious 
music. 

Pianist gained considerable 
recognition playing these ar- 
rangements. Among them were 
Jack Fina, Murray Arnold, and 
pianist-composer Barclay Allen. 
Two of his earlier musicians 
that went to lead their own 
bands were trombonist Russ 
Morgan and pianist Claude 
Thornhill 

The two most famous alumni 
singers were the late Buddy 
Clark and Merv Griffin, now 
host of a talk show on televi- 
sion. Griffin, of medium height, 
weighing a bouncy 250 pounds 
when discovered in San Fran: 
cisco in 1949. 

“First thing I told him,” 
Martin said, “‘is that he’d have 
to lose a lot of weight. He al- 
ways did have that clean-cut, 
boyish look, with a lot of effer- 
vescence. He also could sing so 
well that we thought he’d turn 
out to be the next Bing Cros- 
by.”” 

Martin chuckled when recall- 
ing the incident 

“Merv did everything we 
asked him over the next four 
and a half years. He lost 75 
pounds, played the piano fairly 
well, and had a great rapport 
with the audience. 

“However,” he continued, “it 
was something else when it 
came to giving Crosby any 
competition! ” 

How does Martin satisfy the 
appetite of the young when he's 
playing one-night stands, away 
from the hotels? 

“We hire a ‘rock’ group to 
relieve us several times a 
night,” he said. “The parents 
want our kind of music, and the 
kids don’t knew it. If we tried 
to change our style, and be all 
things to all ages, we'd end up 
not pleasing anyone.” 

When considering the fact 
that Martin just sold rereleases 
of six old versions of the clas- 
sics to a major record com- 
pany, he feels he knows his 
audience. 

He became even more sure 
when the company guaranteed 
him royalties on at least half 
a million sales on each record.

As days grow longer and the 
sun climbs higher in the sky, 
witness — the “Browning of 
America!” Lithe, bronzed 
bodies stretched on the sand 

rippling the water . 
lathering on grease. 

But “Beware of noon in 
June!” as some dermatologists 
put it. There is more to over- 
exposure than redness and blis- 
ters. 

“Sunshine, like any form of 
radiation, is cumulative. It 
builds up through the years,” 
says dermatologist Dr. Robert 
C. Vanina. 

And the results can be as un- 
healthy as they are unattrac- 
tive: brown patches, scaly 
patches, warty patches, wrin- 
kles, skin cancers . . . 

“While skin cancer is the 
least fatal form of cancer, it is 
also the most common,” Vani- 
na reported. 

Temporary Protection 

To the skin doctor, that 
glorious golden tan is simply a 
“temporary protective mechan- 
ism.” 

“The skin actually thickens 
and darkens as a brown pig- 
ment is produced by the bottom 
layer of the epidermis (outer 
skin) in order to protect the 
nerves and blood vessels of the 
dermis from radiation. 

“The trouble is, with most 
people, the tan doesn’t protect 
the dermis enough. The elastic 
tissues degenerate—and leath- 

wrinkled skin results. 

“The darker the skin is to 
start with, the less likely a 
person is to have degenerative 
changes because of exposure to 
the sun,” reported the derma- 
tologist. “‘Studies show that 
there is always a prevalence of 
skin cancer where fair-skinned 
people have migrated to more 
tropical climates—like Austra- 
lia, the southwestern United 
States and California.

so sensitive to light, they would 
have to spend their lives in a 
tunnel to avoid any degenerat: 
ing skin effects,” said Vanina. 

Others simply havé to make 
the choice—“between wrinkles 
in your 40s and 50s and the out- 
door life.” 

“Unless you are diligent 
enough to keep putting sun- 
screens on, it is hard to keep 
from being overexposed to the 
sun,” he said. “Every day I 
see patients who say, ‘I never 
go out in the sun.’ But the skin 
on their neck and face and 
lower arms is very different to 
that on the rest of their bodies.” 

A large part of Vanina’s 
practice is devoted to treating 
the results of damage by the 
sun, Although the dangers of 
overexposure have been com- 
mon public knowledge for the 
last five to 10 years, fashion 
magazines and billboards still 
advertise suntans as the util- 
mate status symbol. A white 
strap mark is something to 
complain about—and to show 
off. 

“Suntan probably became 
fashionable in the '30s,” the 
skin doctor suggested. ‘‘But 
asking why is like asking why 
did everyone suddenly go on an 
outdoors kick. 

“At the turn of the century, 
people liked women. to be lily 
white. So they wore gloves, 
parasols, long sleeves... A 
tan was called sailor’s skin or 
farmer's skin. 

Vanina recommended any of 
the sun lotions which include 
para-amino benzoic acid de- 
rivatives as the most effective 
sunscreens from radiation. Old- 
fashioned remedies, like cocoa 
butter and olive oil, do not of- 
fer this protection. And greasy 
lotions and creams are more 
beneficial than those with an 
alcohol base, ‘‘because they 
don’t come off as easily in the 
swimming pool.” 

Chronic problems caused by 
sun exposure appear year- 
round, but Vanina sees a larger 
number of patients suffering 
from sun allergies during the 
summer months. “These aller- 
gies could look like severe sun- 
burn, or scaly rash, or oozing 
sores which might be mistaken 
for infection, There are also 
certain diseases, such as upus 
erythematosus, which are ag. 
gravated by sunshine. 

“If you want to look your 
best in middle age, you should 
probably stay out of the sun 
completely,” he said. 

OK, go ahead now. Burn, 
baby burn. But don’t say you 
ha n't _b been warned.

TURNING FRUITS BROWN« 

Homemakers may notice thgt 
some fruits and vegetables turn 
undesirably brown before they 
reach the dining table. 

Playing a major role in this 
kind of browning are certain 
enzymes, These enzymes start 
or accelerate chemical changes 
in foods, forming brown com- 
pounds. 

Injury to fruit and vegetable 
tissue by cutting or bruising or 
by the combined effect of freez- 
ing and thawing usually pre- 
cedes enzymatic browning. Ex-, 
posing the damaged surfaces’ to:- 
air accelerates some of the rex: 
action. 

Fruits and vegetables differ 
in their susceptibility to this 
kind of browning. Avocados, ap- 
ples, apricots, cherries, figs, 
grapes, peaches, pears, plums, 
bananas, potatoes and straw- 
berries brown readily. 

Methods of preventing thi 
browning either interfere wit 
enzyme action by preventing 
oxygen contact or stop enzyrie 
activity by some direct means, 

Here are some ways to pre- 
vent browning: 

Cover pared potatoes with 
salt. water immediately after 
paring them if they must ‘be 
prepared in advance of meal 
preparation. 

Dip cut fruits, such as fresh 
bananas, apples, avocados .or 
pears ‘in citrus fruit juice or 
pineapple juice. 

In preparing peaches for 
freezing, add ascorbic acid- or 
ascorbic and citric acids to the 
sugar solution used for packing 
the fruit.
